Under 37,500-Ton, 
Deluge of Bombs 


LONDON, Saturday, July 3.—(AP)—British-based planes 
of the RAF unloaded 15,000 tons of bombs on Europe—prin- 
cipally on Germany—during June to make it the top month 


of the aerial war, 


the air ministry announced today. Ten 


thousand tons were dropped in seven assaults on the Ruhr 


alone. 


Captain Harold H. Balfour, un-* 


dersecretary of state for air, said 
yesterday that 37,500 tons of ex- 
plosives had been dumped on Ger- 
many in the past three months. 

June operations of the aerial of- 
fensive, including almost contin- 
ual attacks on the enemy’s trans- 
port and air bases in occupied 
Europe, cost the RAF 335 planes, 
mostly heavy bombers. 

The RAF destroyed 108 German 
planes over Britain and northern 
Europe. The Middle East com- 
mand lost five planes while .de- 
stroying 62. In the African thea- 
ter, Allied planes destroyed 264 
enemy planes at a cost of 64.

Declaring it was “an

228 in favor of over-riding, and 
154 against.

Voting to 
sustain the veto were Camp, Gib- 
son, Pace, Ramspeck and Tarver.

Since the subsidy ban was part 
of legislation extending the life of 
the Commodity Credit Corpora- 
tion for two years from midnight 
June 30, that agency technically 
was out of existence.

Georgia Senator Honored 

Senator Richard B. Russell, of Georgia, has 
been honored by appointment as chairman of 
the senatorial] committee which will be taken, 
by the Army, on a tour of the fighting fronts 
abroad where American Soldiers are battling 
to save the nation. , 

Wisely, the committee the senate will send 
is small, iis membership being limited to five. 
Yet this committee may well perform an im- 
portant service to the nation. For the com- 
mittee will report to the congress on what it 
has seen, after its return, and its findings and 
opinions will undoubtedly prove important fac- 
tors in the shaping of the congressional share 
of our war program. 

The senate is responsible for the appro- 
priation of vast sums of the people's money, 
for the prosecution of the war. Within the 
past week an Army bill of seventy-one billion 
dollars has been passed, and signed by the 
President. That is the largest money bill ever 
passed by any legislative body anywhere in 
the world. 

Men responsible for providing such funds 
for war should know as much as they possibly 
can of the results obtained by such mammoth 
expenditures. 

It is not the right or duty of the senate 
committee to question or suggest in matters 
pertaining to strategy. That is solely the duty 
of the commanders of our fighting services. 
And it may be taken for granted that no mem- 
ber of the Russell committee will do or say 
anything which could reveal matters that 
should not be divulged to the enemy. 

The committee can, however, bring- back 
to the senate a first-hand conception of the 
war and the part the United States is playing. 
Such a conception adequately impressed upon 
the entire congressional membership would be 
a contribution to intelligence and unity in the 
war effort just about as valuable as any that 
can be conceived. 

Senator Russell and his committee are given 
an opportun‘ty to be of tremendous service 
to the nation. What they see while away from 
Washington may well serve to enlighten the 
entire congress after their return.

American Justice 

Few will complain over President Roosevelt's 
action in commuting the death sentence pro- 
nounced on Max Stephan, the Detroit traitor, 
to life imprisonment.

OLEOMARGARINE. 
(From The Tifton Gazette.) 

One Washington correspondent predicts a new 
battle against oleomargarine—the poor man’s 
butter—by the dairy lobby in Washington. The 
southern states, producers of the cottonseed oil 
from which much of the oleo is made, are among 
those taxing the food product or in other ways 
restricting its sale. Oleo now has ceased to be a 
butter substitute, but is an important food in its 
own right. Vitamin A has been added and, in 
some cases, flavoring makes its taste like butter. 
Despite the taxes, oleo usually sells for between 
one-third and one-half the price of butter and 
its price now remains fairly stable, while butter 
has soared. The south has plenty of room for both 
production of cottonseed oil for oleo and for 
production of butter and other dairy products. 
By restricting its use through taxes, we are doing 
little more than hurting our own farmers. Maybe 
we will get around to correcting that mistake 
some day.

WASHINGTON PARADE

WALLACE ERRED WASHINGTON, July 2.—Whatever basis 
there may be for the complaint made by 


Vice President Wallace in his public tirade against Secretary of 

Commerce Jesse Jones, the sober view of Washington afficials is 

that the vice president committed a grievous error in not taking 
his differences to the White House for attempted 
adjustment before airing them in the public 
prints. 

It is not necessary to go into the merits of 
the Wallace charges in arriving at this con- 
clusion. What he did was a direct violation of 
the directive issued by President Roosevelt last 
year that all government officials bring their 
squabbles to him before getting into public 
disputes. 

The vice president evidently did not see fit 
to follow the President's orders in this respect. 
Without consulting the White House or War 
Mobilization Director James F. Byrnes, he 
rushed into print with a bitter attack on a 
fellow cabinet officer over policy affecting the 

Board of Economic Warfare. of which Mr. Wallace is the chairman. 
What he should have done, as most unbiased critics will agree, 
was to take his complaints to Mr. Roosevelt or Director Byrnes 
first. and then bring the fight into the open only if he failed to 
get redress from those quarters. 
The President, according to the statement he made at his press 
conference afterward, had heard nothing of the Wallace charges 
until they appeared in the newspaper headlines. Naturally he 
seemed annoyed at a cat-and-dog fight of the kind breaking out 
between two high-ranking officials of his administration. 


CREATES CONFUSION | 
that Mr. Roosevelt issued his djrec- 


tive, if it may be called that, of last August. Several minor officials, 
finding themselves at cross purposes, had been taking pot shots at 
each other in the newspapers. The President reminded them that 
we were fighting a war and all of our energies should be applied 
to that task without starting other controversies on the home front. 
He directed that they come to him with their difficulties, ratoer 
than seek a solution by calling each other names publicly. 

It reflects on the efficiency of the government for two high 
officials. both holding the rank of cabinet officers, to become en- 
gaged in a public squabble. Regardless of who is right, the public 
is bound to take sides and an inevitable amount of confusion follows. 

There are bound to be controversies and differences over the 
many endeavors involved in our huge war effort. It is only natural 
to suppose that men will disagree over matters of procedure and 
policy. But it does the country no good to have these differences 
brought into the open with bitter charges by the principals 

In setting up the Office of War Mobilization under Director 
Byrnes. the President had in mind that all governmental disputes 
would be adjusted by this agency. Mr. Byrnes is peculiarly adapted 
to the role of conciliator. But if his good offices should fail, the 
disputants always have recourse to the White House. 

The fact that Mr. Wallace did not seek to avail himself of these 
facilities first makes him come off second best in the initial skirmish. 
He undoubtedly has lost prestige by his performance. 

Even if it should be subsequently proved that he was right in 
all of his pointed allegations, that will not be sufficient to remove 
from him the stigma of intemperate action, unbecoming to the high

UNDER THE GUN Well, here I sit, over here on the main 
editorial page in McGill's spot, feeling like 


a young seminary student suddenly called on to fill the pulpit in 
the big church. My collar is too tight, my palms are sweating, and 
I know when I open my mouth to line out the text I'll croak like 
a frog. 

It takes a certain amount of ego, you know, ever to start writing 
a column for the newspapers, in the first place. And it takes 
seven times more brass to write every day than just on Sunday 
alone. Writing news stories is different. Writing a story about 
something is giving the people facts and information which some 
of them, at least, may be interested in. But to write a column you 
have to assume that they want to know your own personal thoughts 
and opinions, and deep down inside there's always that small voice 
saying, “What makes you think anybody gives a whoop about what 
you think, son?” If you get to listening to that nagging message, 
you're sunk. : 

It’s funny, thougn, how kind people are to columnists. You read 
our stuff sort of out of force of habit and it either bores you or 
pleases you and you turn on to the funnies and forget it. Once in 
a great while something pleases you so well you write in to say 
so, and you've no idea how good that makes a columnist feel. One 
letter can brighten his whole day if its an approving letter. On 
the other hand, an angry letter hurts like a kick in the shins, most 
columnists being sensitive people. Columnists keep flattering letters, 
casually leaving them lying around the house where their wives can 
find them. But the other kind they throw away. 

Once you hide them in the wastebasket, under a pile of direct- 
mail ads and old typewriter ribbons, they don't hurt so much. Not 
all of them, of course, can be sloughed off so easily. Some, like the 
blood of Abel, keep on crying out from their burial place. These 
it is best to fish out from the wastebasket and read over again. a 
form of self-flagellation that results in a numbing of the senses. 
Fach time their sting decreases and pretty soon you can even come 
around to a grudging admiration of the way the guy has blasted you. 


THEY CARRY A KNIFE oe not think for a minute, either, 


hat all masters of searing prose 
are making their living by writing for the papers. All of us at one 
time or another have received communications from nonprofes- 
sionals that would make the most acid efforts of Westbrook Pegler 
sound like the dulcet cooings of the mourning dove. Literate 
diatribes, too, not misspelled maunderings. Columnists always search 
their denunciatory mail carefully for wrong spelling and bad gram- 
mar. If they find such, they feel very good. 

“The fellow,” they say with great satisfaction, “is obviously an 
ignoramus.” 

A man who writes like McGill, now, jumping with both feet 
into highly controversial subjects, expects to get a certain amount 
of mail beginning “Dear Sir: You skunk—” Not much, of course, 
because he thinks things out before he sits down to write and his 
arguments are sound and his position backed up by a knowledge 
of all the facts. So he takes it fairly calmly when some reader 
takes violent issue with him. He expects dissent. 

The majority of us, though, writing for the most part on such 
innocuous subjects as our dogs, our children, our servants and our 
victory gardens, blunder blindly. into the errors that stir the publie 
wrath. And, since we aren’t anticipating any backfire, we are 
more hurt and bewildered when the brickbats start whistling through 
the mails. 

For instance, in a moment of ill-considered facetiousness, I once 
referred to St. Peter as St. Pete. The mail 1 got on that one taught 
me a lesson that I should have known by instinct that the faintest 
suggestion of irreverence wjll bring down upon its author a verbal 
scourging he ‘will never forget. 

Sometimes the same piece that offends many will delight an 
equal number and you open your mail with the delightful uncer- 
tainty of the gentleman in the story who was puzzled as to whether 
behind the door waited the lady or the tiger. For instance. I wrote 
a piece once about the Olympian frenzy of an eminent Briton who 
found the door to the airport gentlemen’s room locked when he 
debarked from a long trip. 

I. wrote in no spirit of disrespect whatsoever. The man was too 
busy scampering about to talk for publication and the only thing to 
be done was to write a description of his actions while in our fair 
city. Well, half the mail said the story was wonderful and should 
be immortalized in all the anthologies. And the other half said I 
should be committed to an institution for the dangerously insane as 
an offense to all decent folk.

B. F. Robertson, Father 
of Newsman, War Vic- 
tim, Succumbs. 


DALTON, Ga. July 2.—(>)— 
Benjamin Franklin Robertson, 69- 
year-old retired state chemist of 
South Carolina and member of the 
first class to graduate from Clem- 
College, died today at the 
home of his daughter, Mrs. Julian 
M. Longley, where he had been 


living for several months. 

Robertson had been in failing 
health since shortly: before the 
death of his son, Ben Robertson 
Jr., author and war correspondent, 
who was killed in the crash of the 
Yankee Clipper in Lisbon last 
February.
